ASSURANCES EXCHANGED 



King and Queen Leave 'Eor 
Home With .Respect oftlie'' ■ 
German Capital 



Berlin, Feb. 12. — It can be stated 
with authority that in the British view 
the result of the recent political con- 
ferences between British and Ger- 
man statesmen In Berlin Is regarded 
as eminently satisfactory, and It is 
felt that these conferences will have 
an excellent effect upon Anglo-Ger- 
man relations. 

Tho Imperial Chancellor was assur- 
ed of the British government's un- 
qualified a(pproval of the Franco- 
German convention with regard to 
Morocco. This agreement is welcom- 
ed as tending to foster good feelings 
between Franco and Germany and 
in this way it will exert a material 
influence upon tho continuation of 
friendly relations between Britain and 
Germany. British officials auth'orl- 
tles welcome the assurance given dur- 
ing tho Interview between tho Im- 
perial Chancellor and Sir Charles 
Hardlnge, perriiapert under secre-

Vancouver, Feb. 12. — Frank Watson, 
frontiersman, and one of tho first 
placer miners of tho new In^enlka 
district In Northern British Columbia, 
has failed In an attempt by himself 
and partner to capture Simon Gun-a 
Noot, the northern Indian outlaw. 
'JMiree months ago, when tho .storms of 
winter gave apparent protection to tho 
Indian, trappers of the north, tho Brit- 
ish Columbia government sent Watson 
north with a dog team to hunt out the 
Indian outlaw. Every precaution was 
taken to keep tho expedition secret. 
Two previous expeditions on the same 
errand had been unsuccessful and had 
cost the government thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Watson reached tho Indian counti'y, 
fifty miles south of Hazleton, five 
weeks ago. He and his partner stroll- 
ed Into the camp. He was personally 
acquainted with Peter, brother of 
Simon, the murderer, on who.so head a 
price Is also set. "There were seven 
men and four women In tlie Indian 
party, all armed to the teeth. Somc- 
ono of tho seven was Simon. Watson 
was called upon to explain hia pres- 
ence. Ho tried to do so, but tho Indian 
loader, Peter, ordered hini out of tho 
district and told lilm novor to return. 
Watson saw that it was useless to 
fight, and ho and. his partner, started 
over the snow for; home. 

Tho Indians .'declared that they 
would fight to the last jman rather than, 
Hurrender.

— Hence- 
forth the birthplace of Abraham Lin- 
coln is to be marked by a pile of 
stone. The emancipator of a race, and 
tho liberator of the negroes of a na- 
tion, bulldod his own monument in the 
heart of tho wbrld, and appropriately 
tho physical structure which has now 
found a beginning at tho place where 
Lincoln first saw light of day takes 
the simpler name of memorial. It 
h to be a simple classic building of 
granlto. and it is proposed that it may 
be conpleted some time next fall, 
when the .tt6n,,.i,PresldBnt,i,..Taft: will 
oOlblitle in ;'dt-dIcatlWer1|it;f as ItbbH P 
eht Presldentj' Theodore Rbbsevolt, to- 
day officiated In laying the foundation. 

'Tne corner stone laying took place 
after appropriate ceremonies, which 
were participated in by the President 
of the United States, Governor Augus- 
tus E. Wllsor. of Kentucky, former 
Govcrnoi" Jos. Folk of Missouri, presi- 
dent of the Lincoln farm association, 
Hon. Luke Wright, secretary of war, 
who aico spoke as an ex-Confedcrato 
soldier. General James Grant Wilson, 
of New "Vork, who represented the 
Union soldiers, and I; T. Montgomery, 
of Mississippi, a negro and: an ex- 
slaVe. V/ith .one exception, the orators, 
representing not only; the conflicting 
sides , in the great ■'struggle, but tho 
present' ;igpnbratlon,;%a8',iw^^ tho t'wo 
p'')lltlcal pi)VtIe':3 'and 'thbfvvhlto and 
black races, as well "as the different 
sections of the country, spoke from, 
the same platform, over which fluttered' 
a splendid new specimen -of the stars 
and stripes. 

Not' the least Interesting feature of 
the ceremony, was the character of 
the crowd which composed the audi- 
ence. There were 8,000 who came. In on.^ 
special trains from LoulsvUio . and.": 
other Kentucky centres, and some from*' 
faraway states. Tho majority,' how- 
over, were from the adjoining tow. 
and cities. Mrs. Ben Harding' H6 
the only slater of Mrs. Lincoln,, 
years old, was expected to be present, 
but was kept at her home In Louis- 
ville by her Infirmity. 

The exercises were conducted under 
an open-sided, tent erected bcsido the 
c^bin"i;lntii-whlch JLlncoln was born i^ 
huridr'bd 'years ago today. The wcathe^ 
was sbmewhat'-'disagreeable, being ra^ 
and damp, but the crowds stood around, 
with bare heads during the hour an'd 
three-quarters consumed by the cere- 
monies. President Roosevelt and hia 
party arrived shortly after ono o'clodk. 
Five minutes afterwards Gen. WllsOn 
called the assembly together. Rev. 
D. E. I-'Unvoll of the First Chrlstlaft 
church, of Louisville, offered prayer. 
.;,J.''beAspeakers'iiplat£ormiaccommodat^, 
edffe^^Spt^hMfi^ftciPiri tho 
e¥fer'clses"-aM^'the sliresiaent's party.' 
The President was cordially and de- 
ferentially received. He was frequently 
interrupted by applause. Mr. Roose- 
velt mounted a chair, that the audience 
might better hear him. He confined 
himself closely to his manuscript but 
at tho beginning departed from It to 
make a reply to complimentary allu- 
sions to himself by Governor Folk, 

The corner stone remained suspen- 
ded In the air. In tho grasp of a big 
derrick, erected beside the tent, while 
the oratory was in progress, and Im- 
mediately afterwards was lowered Into 
Us place at a signal from tho Presi- 
dent, who applied the first trowelful 
of mortar. In tho hole under tlio stone 
was concealed a box containing copies 
of the constitution of tho United 
States and other Important historical 
documents, some of -which -were placed 
In by 'the President and others by 
members of the party. Among the con- 
tributors to this treasure were Clar- 
ence McKay, Robert J. Collier and 
Orchard Lloyd -Jones, of New York, all 
of whom have actively participated In 
tho niovemont which Is about to result 
in tho memorial building. 

At this point an aged negro took a 
loading part. Ho was Isaac L. Mont- 
gomery, of Montl,.Baydu;)^MlBs.,.,who Is , 
aald to have.-beehiatiBlavoJiOf'Jefreraon' 
Davis, in'csldent5:iO£.fetho Confederate 
States of Amerlca,"'it'who, lllto Lincoln, 
was a natlve'fjbfif^Kentucky. To Mr. 
Montgomery had!' 'been approprlotoly 
assigned tho task of depositing In tho 
box a copy of Lincoln's! emancipation 
proclamation. In doing 'so ho made a 
brief speech. In which ho referred to;, 
himself as "one of former.-mllllbns' of' 
slaves to whom Lincoln gave freedom, 
and so representative of ton' millions 
of negro citizens," . Ho was tho one 
speaker who was not, on tho stand, an 
omission duo : to the' fact = that',- hls_: 
speech was not made Crom there," - 

The corner stone is va -flnocspo'pl^o: 
of grey granlto, about th^jj" 
square. On It was a wreath.ol 
tlons presented by the Kontug 
coin Association. 

.The President boarded hla train for 
Louisville at 4:45 p.m., expecting to 
arrlvo at Washlrtgton about 2 p.m. to- 
morrow.

ed to examine IntO; a : proposed bill 
dealing with Fire . Jnsurahod ' coni- 
panle.s entitled "The British Columbia 

Fire Insurance Companies Act," beg 
to report as follows: 

■l.t nnderstocd that thl.s bill was 
prepared by tho Associated ii'lre In- 
.surancc Companlo« of British Colum- 
bia and that the government Is being 
urged to 'Introduce it ns 'a govern- 
ment measure on the ground that it is 
a bill for the public benefit. 

Tho bill provides Inter alia: '.fhat 
unless a licence lias first been obtain- 
ed from the provincial governm<mt no 
contract or indemnity ugain.st fire loss 
shall be undertaken by any corporation 
or any society or association incorp- 
orated or unincorporated or any part- 
nership or any underwriter or group of 
underwriters. , 

ji Fee Necessary. 

That a fee of »250 shall be paid to 
tho government for the llcon.so to 
transact fire insurance business. 

That the license shall not be granted 
unless there has first boon deposited 
with the government cash or securi- 
ties to tho value of $30,000 together 
with ^uch further sum us sball, ad- 
ded to the deposit of $30,000 equal the 
ro-insurance waluo of the risks tak- 
en by the licensee In British Colum- 
bia. 

That existing companies licensed 
under the "Companies Act, 1S97, am- 
endment Act 1906," shall be entitled 
to a license 'without payment of any 
further fee. ; 

That companies licensed by tho Do-^ 
minion of Canada shall not be requir- 
ed to make any deposit. 

That an inspector ct companies 
licensed by this act shall be appoint- 
ed by the government and that to- 
wards the expenses of this officer, the 
licensed companies shall contribute 
annually a sum not exceeding $3,000. 

That it shall bo tne duty of this of- 
ficer to report upon JiU matters con- 
nected with insurance .is carried on 
by the companies licensed or requir- 
ed to bo licensed . by this act and 
spocially to repcrt If It appears to 
him that the assets of any company 
are not .stiff Iclont to . Jusflfj; Its con-.! 
timiance of business or that' the com- 
pany la unsafe ti;T the public to ef- 
fect insurance with. 

That it shall be un offence against 
the act for .uny person to catiso to bo 
Insured or to Insure any property 
within the province with any company 
not specially authorized by this bill 
unless It can be proved that no suf- 
ficient insurance can bo obtained 
from licensed Insurance companies 
when the government may grant per- 
mlFsion to any person to Insure else- 
where, for a term riot exceeding twelve 
months.. • ' 

Local Agents. 

That: It .'shall be; unlawful for any 
lltensed company to insure any prop- 
erty situated within tho province ex- 
cepting thrcugh or by the authorized 
local agent, unless It be the property 
of railroad corporations or steamship 
companies. 

It is to be noted that the pennl- 
tle.s incurred If any person does bunl- 
ness otliorwise than with a licensed 
company or if a company docs busi- 
ness otherwise than through Its local 
agent amount to $500 In each case 
whereas none of the other penalties 
In tho act exceed tho sum of $200. 

Your committee would ■submit that 
tho main purpose of the bill is to pre- 
vent insurarice being obtained except- 
ing at tho;.terma and at the rates and 
on tho terms Imposed by the British 
Columbia associations of fire under- 
writers and to ensure that all fire in- 
fiuranco business shall pass through 
tho hands of the local agents except- 
ing In the ciiso of railroad oompanloa 
and steam.shiii comiianies wlio are to 
receive different treatment from the 
rest of the community. 

Cost Now Very Great, 

It Is of vital Importance to the com- 
munity that persons owning personal 
property should Insure It a.ijninst loss 
by fire, as tho emission to do this of- 
ten loads to serious financial embar- 
a;!sment, or wide reaching effect. 

The present cost of fire Insurance 
Is, however, bo great that on this ac- 
count very much less Insurance Is 
fre(|uontly carried than would bo pru- 
dent, and it Is desirable thes-cfore, 
that 110 obstacle should bo Imposed in 
the way of persons desiring Insurance 
obtaining It on the best terms possible. 

The promoters of the present bill, 
are what are known as "old lino" com- 
panies, whereas It Is often found that 
insurance can be obtained on more 
favoraljle terms than those offered by 
such companies from nssocl.itlons car- 
rying on Insurance by different meth- 
ods or giving siJcclal attention to par- 
ticular classes of rlsk.s. The methods 
adopted by the old line K-ompanJes 
have led tO' groat advance in the rates 
In Victoria during recent years al- 
though It can be shown that the In- 
siiranco business In Victoria has not 
been unprofitable In tho past and it 
would not seem desirable to In any 
way limit the competition In tho fu- 
ture. 

The Information before your com- 
mittee Is to the. effect that insurance 
obtained . on the mutual principle 
nt Lloyd's arid elsewhere has been of 
the greatest possible benefit to those 
retiulrlng , insurance and that c?ses 
have occurred where protection nbso- 
lutely necessary could not bo obtained 
in any other way either because, the 
combined companies would not give 
the kind of protection required or re- 
fused to In.-iurc tho risk on any tormK, 
or asked prohibitive rates beyond what 
tho business concerned could stand. 
Tl'.ttt it has been found that the cost 
fo Insurance bus been greatly reduced 
by mutual insurance which does not 
Involve the formation of a reserve 
and therefore provides no^ fund out 
of which a deposit could be made. 

In many cases, mutual Insurance of 
this character is only possible when

Special Risks. 
In other cases special , risks have 
had to be insured with ' companies 
nialcing'. a.. .specialty of such risks, of 
whlchX'fp^rhfips;*;'; there may qnly bii 
orib'oritwo'iif fll'C. It a; deposit were 
required In such cases, . It. would, be 
a special tax on the B.' C. Inaiirer .and 
not, on the company as a AVhole. .

■ ?'.-Tho', system ot insurance at LlOyd^ 
'admits Of a different grouping of 
names .on every policy and therefore 
it might be necbasary under the bill 
to make a spilclal deposit and obtain 
a special license for each such policy, 
while to exclude Lloyds would deprive 
persons In B. C. of the help of tho 
greatest insurance urganlzatlon In tll^J 
world. 

Under the provLslons of this bill it 
would no longer be possible to cover 
property in B. C. under "blanket poli- 
cies," - also insuring property else- 
where and Issued outside B. C. Such 
"blanket policies" in many :Cases en- 
able insurance to be' obtained at lovir. 
rates and in the case of some busi- 
nesses are essential. 

Your comltmtee would point out 
that It the hiBpector to bo appointed 
under the bill forms his opinion of 
companies from the dqcumontary evid- 
ence supplied by the companies, this 
will not occupy more than a few days 
every year, while If there Is to be an 
actual examination of the assets of 
comi)anlcs, no one man could accom- 
plish the work In twelve months. 

The expenses of the inspector are 
to bo paid in the llrst instance by. the 
licensed companies, but there - is no 
doubt that in the iinai result It will 
bo paid by those requiring insurance. 
It lias been stated over and over again 
that all special taxes paid by Insur- 
ance companies are considered by 
them In drawing up rates of premiums 
so that they fo^-in a contribution by 
those insuring rather than by the 
companies, and as an illustration of 
foregoing assurances have been shown 
that in Victoria premiums could be 
reduced about ten per cent If the city 
did not Impose a special tax of $300 
for each company. The amount pro- 
posed to be deposited by. licenses will 
be a very small porcentag^^bi; the- risks 
accepted by the comparileS,V>'isajr''.riot: 
over 1 or 2 per cent. It -"-. AVin ."^' not, 
therefore give much additional pro- 
tection, but it win have the effect of 
limiting competition in favor of the 
"old lino" companies. . 

Your committee Is of opinion that 
In tho Interest of the community those 
desiring Insurance should be per- 
mitted to obtain It on the most 
favorable terms possible and that 
^hey^slHJuld not bo , placed in the hands 

they decnned-to''4jike':a' r6lc or quot- 
ed prohibitive .'raWs, , could practically 
compel a person desiring Insurance 
to withdraw from' business Iri British 
Columbia, Inasmuch ' as the clause 
authorizing the Minister to give special 
permission to Insure outside licensed 
companies does not provide for an 
investigation into whether rates quot- 
ed are reasonable or not,- and limits 
the permit to a period of twelve 
months. 

Y'our committee would recommend 
that this Board of Trade should pro- 
test against the leglalatloj) .contem- 
plated 'In the' bin 'under iievlew. If, 
however, ■ the' government' 'have deter- 
mlnd to deal with tho subject, then 
your committee would urge that in 
all fairness the government should 
take powers to control the rates charg- 
ed by the licensed companies and Xhe 
terms and conditions on which poli- 
cies are issued. -

The secretary^ having read tho re- 
port, it was decided, after some dis- 
cussion, to call a general meeting of

TREATY WITH FRANCE 

Supplementary Convention Removed 
Objections Offered By French 
Farmers 



Paris, Fob. 12.— The text oC the 
supplementary convention to the 
Franco-Canadian conunerclal treaty 
of 1807 as amended differs from tho 
original treaty only In the transfer 
from tho French minimum tariff to tho 
general tarlflC of Canadian cattle fatted 
for slanghter. Unfattened cattle re- 
main under the minimum-.' . This meets 
the objection puttifbrwiard by tho 
J'>cnch agricultural ' Interests that a 
minimum schedule on exported cattlo 
ready for slaughter would prove dan- 
gerous hi competition with the home 
product. This supplementary agree- 
ment still requires the approval of 
tho French and Canadian parliaments.

It Is generally unde'rstbpd '.'that this 
method of obtaining land In ,'thls val- 
ley of the Okanagan Is now Iriipossible 
and I .was.- rathor^tsurprlsed,; when r a 
neighbor'; suggesteiaithatvl take 
up 160 acres ' b'y '-cbriiplylri'g' w tho 
above regulations. 

It seemed that there was on excel- 
lent piece of land open for pre-emp- 
tion not, far from pur towp,.:doslrablo 
In every way, and only .requiring 'tiiUt- 
tlc labor to be spent on it to'be niade 
a profitable holding. So, after agree- 
ing to pay my guide a fee of 25 cents 
per acre; supposing I chose to pre- 
empt, one flne morning saw tho pair 
of U3 ensconced iri a shaky rig, rattled 
over rough trails and bumpy ground 
by the energies of a rough, half-bro- 
ken colt, very raw and very ready 
to shy at tho slightest provocation.

After, all, why alioulds a^mari^expect to 
get fruitful land for nothing, in a val- 
ley whose .fruitful land-' Is- easily 
worth $150 an acre in open markets? 
Winter Work. 
We have had some good sharp 
frc-sts since I last wrote, tho severest 
being 20 degrees below freezing, but 
so dry Is the atmosphere that this de- 
gree did net Inconvenience us in tho 
slightest. On the contrary, we found 
It altogether delightful. Of course, 
work on the land was checked — cul- 
tivating work, I mean— and since 
then we have been busy eawing and 
spllting firewood, and breaking up 
some old fallen timber; also- In build- 
ing a dairy and a stoop (as we used 
to say In South Africa) on the hou-so. 
Late though It was, the frost really 
cnmo toe early to suit us, since we 
Htm have five or six acres to plough, 
which I hope will bo managed in , the 
epring without miduly interfering with 
our spring work. 

After this frost, so mild It was that 
well cn In December mosquitoes ven- 
tured forth and made a brave attack 
on me. Just before the frost the 
musk-rats In our own lake were busi- 
ly at work on their winter quarters, 
building large mounds of weeds and 
hedge-roots, rising from some old 
stump or fallen tree, and surround'ed 
entirely by water.. Now that tho lakes 
are coated with Ice, however. It Is an 
easy thing to break Into the-se houses 
and slay the occupants, and a good 
many of tho boys In this neighborhood 
wage war on the rats, getting 25 
cents for each skin. 

Our bird life has quito forsaken us 
now. Gone are the hawks and eagles, 
mallards and wood ducks. Jays and 
rooks, and the humming bird has gone 
with tho finches and other smaller 
members of tho feathered world. 

Hauling logs the other day, I found 
the nest of a humming bird. Weath- 
ered with lichen and tightly bound to 
the trunk of a Or, it was not discern- 
ible, oven at the distance of a few 
Inches from the common clumps ct 
lichen adhering close by. Such a nest 
too! No human mother ever cradled 
lior bnbe In a nioro daint.v, more light, 
fragile, yet firm little nest; tho inter- 
ior, the size ot the bowl of a pipe, being 
a mass of pure white wool as soft as 
silk and so connected and built Into 
tho exterior moss and lichen that It 
forms one solid whole, I think I have 
never seen a more marvelous 
piece of bird architecture, far 
surpassing tho efforts of our 
homo birds or even the South 
African weaver bird, clever though 
she Is at lier work.

■ work, to be done some of the farm 
hands have been paid off, and are put- 
ting in their time sawing "cord wood," 
or fire wood wa should call It nt homo. 
Two good men can cut five cords a 
day. For this they would bo paid 
about iSs. Their board would cost

wage of 68 6d each. Saw hands, of 
course, would only earn half this 
amount, but even then they would be 
keeping themselves through the slack 
period of the year. I mention this, 
as at Home so many people lma<(lno 
that no work can bo obtjincd here 
in the winter, whereas that is not at 
all the case. As a matter of actual 
fact it Is fair to say that a sober, 
healthy man, who really means work, 
and not idling and putting on airs, 
need never, under any circumstances, 
go short of !i fair day's wage tor a 
fair day's work la this country. There 
are some forms ot work which are 
probably more highely paid in British 
Columbia than in any part of, Ameri- 
ca; but the gre.it point Is that aside 
from skilled labor altogether, no able- 
bodied and, |WiIlirig mo-" need ever 
come to gric'f or' know want hero, as 
he may In the Old World, through no 
fault ot his own. This seems to me to 
represent an Immense vilffercnce In 
Canada's favor, and a very powerful 
argument for emigration frorh the 
Old Country. But emigrants and new 
settlers must not imagine they come 
here to teach, or to loaf. They must 
come to learn and to ■i.vork If they are 
to succeed.. And if tliey do that I do 
not think they can go wrong in com- 
ing here.- 

Winter farm billets are naturally 
not highly paid. Tho pjiy ranges from 
56 (26s) to $20 (£4 33 4d) .per month, 
with full board and lodging; but tho 
work, expected Is usually of a light 
description mainly confined to look- 
ing after stock and "doing chores." 
Personally I have secured a rail- 
splitting contract which will keep us 
busy for somo little time to come and 
bring quite a few dollars Into 'the farm 
coffer. AVe have invested in two pigs, 
which wo are going to pickle and'salt 
down Into bacon and hams.' I ''don't 
know whether our experiment will 
succeed or not, but If- successful It 
will certainly make 'for ;ecbnomy. A 
good store of ice 'Is.'ariothort'necesslty, 
and wo want to lay Iffi-^'jBbbd supply 
before spring comme^''ceffig1%W(Ith all 
these various Jobs ■w'efsliall^.be ,kept 
quite busy; indeed, , I ;.fbrf'brre|£ear/ that 
the wlntei? winr-i!StpV&.rair,'foo;-^.h^^^ 
us if we wl.9h to' c'ariy "but" biir pro- 
gramme '-Iri^its' entirety. 



TO COLONIZE LANDS 
- OF MEXpi,REPUBLIG 

Syndicate of Victoria and Van- 
couveriBusiness Men 
""teffeW in Project 



On Monday a meeting of the Pacific 
Government Land and Concession Co. 
Ltd., a syndicate of ■\''Ictorla and "Van- 
couver business men, formed to de- 
velop, by means of colonization, a 
large area of land In tho Mexican re- 
public, will bo held here. Business of 
Importance will come up tor considera- 
tion relative to tho plans to bo pur- 
sued In carrying out tlio objects ot 
the organization, Directors will bo 
appolntf d for the year. 

The railway concession which tho 



company has from tho Jlexican gov- 
ernment Is a subsidy of $25,000 (Mexi- 
can) per mile for building a railway 
from Acapulco ori the- coast: to;, a,. point 
in the. interior, connectirigi with'a .rallr 
way built west from": the "City of 
Mexico. ; This forms a short line ot 
less than 200 miles frorri Acapulco to 
the Clty^of Mexlqo and Is very, much 
needediithe'^present means of reach- 
ing the 'capital '^being by steamer, 300 
m 1 1 OS from Acajpulco to Sallna. . Cruz 
and then a 450 mile Journey-in a-jtouncj 
about way to the city 'of Mexico. 

One nilne-Ownor on the proposed 
line of railway offers to" take a million 
dollars of bonds and . guarantees to 
ship 100 tons of copper matte per day 
as soon as '" the line Is" "built. Tho 
Rothchllds./are: Iriterested In a con- 
cession surrounding ', the - harbor of 
Zlhuatancjos and If .the company will 
build the railway from their port they 
are willing to ttiike: 'a large block of 
their bonds. This and the subsidy 
would build tho ^ rpad. It would ot 
course develop the lands ot the con- 
cession and bring the timber Into tho 
market. As Lo-wer California has no 
timber this, which la not more than 40 
miles Inland, will be very valuable. 

The land concession comprises the 
privilege of selecting one and a half 
million acres of first class land in the 
State of Guerrora from all the un^i 
alienated government lands in that 
state, the total comprising several 
million acres, part of which la arable 
land suited to irrigation and situated 
near the coast; part is pasture or 
range land and the remainder la tlm':: 
bored land with valuable pine, and oak; 
also another.,^tract,;5ylthwyalu^l.fefli£| 
ishing and verieerlng,':wood8."-

Two families, the forerunners of a 
Canadian- American' colony, located at 
Clhuatanejo, 103 kilometers northwest 
of AcapulcOr^have arrived at Manzan- 
lllo aboard' 'the' steamer Lonsdalo from 
"Victorla;',B.C.i' and started Immediate- 
ly for tlie site of their new home. 

In March" at least seventy-five addi- 
tional families are expected to' arrive 
to Join the colony. Land titles, it Is 
said, will be granted the colonists by 
tlie government instead of tho usual 
way in which titles are received from 
the (promotion company. 

Plans have been drawn for an, ex- 
tensive' irrigation system, and in this 
way the promoters will profit Instead 
of in the sale of lands. Experimental

Le'cture and Addresses at Con-

of Great President 



The centenary of the birth of Abra 
ham Lincoln, "Honest Old Abe, the 
Rail Splitter," as ho -was proudly 
styled by his enthusiastic supporters 
during the memorable and most ex- 
citing presidential campaign of the 
year 185U, was celebrated last evening 
in the lecture room of the Congrega- 
tional church with an address by Mr, 
Abraham E. Smith, ..the United States 
consul, and a lecture upon his life and 
work by Rev. S. J.-Tliompaon. Upon

It 
flashed dn mo then that It was Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and subsequent Inquir-

"In 1862 I made my first visit to the 
Capital of .the United States. I hap- 
pened to be there Just after the bloody 
catastrophe of Friar Oaks, when the 
wounded were being brought there 
every hour, by the hundred, in all 
kinds of conveyances, and general 
gloom pervaded Congress and tho city. 
The president held no reception dur- 
ing tho few day.-s that I was there. But 
as I stood In front of tho old National 
hotel, an open carriage . drove up 
Pennsylvania jxvonue, and, seated^ 
therein wa-s Prc-Jldent Lincoln. .1 knew 
him in an instant, for although the 
lower part of his face was coverc|ri 
with a beard, his strong prominent 
features, and eyes, and grizzled face 
made him easily recognizable. No 
cheers greeted him us ho rodn with 
two or three other men down the av- 
enue. It was a time of gloom for 
union men, while the numerous rebel 
sympathizers dare not openly oxprens 
their feelings, they looked on tho sad 
and patriotic president as an enemy. 

"I did not again ace tho face of Ab- 
raham Lincoln until thousands of oth- 
ers looked In his op^n funeral bier In 
f^hlcago, where it passed en route for 
Springfield. The martyred President 
had then Joined the Immortals. His 
name and fame belonged to hia coun- 
try and to ' the' world, and will shine 
brighter and clearer aa the ages roll 
by. I count It a Joy and privilege that 
I ever law and hoard the great eman- 
cipator. ■

coln's early career, said: 

Lincoln the Liberator. 

Tho great English poot, Pope, has

'J'lila great man, many sldedj' profound- 
ly gifted; greatly successful,' was born 
ill Kentucky, Fob.

Hanks, who. had moro than 
ordinary beauty arid Intelllgonce, a 
sweet disposition and a true loving 
heart. To this union were born two 
children, Sarah - and' Abraham. 
Moved to Indiana. 
When in 1816 Kentucky got to be too 
small for this family they moved fur- 
ther west to Indiana. He sold out 
in .olo Kentucky for tho consideration 
of 10 bottles of whisky, $20 In cash, 
and placing his family and the whisky 
on a raft-on the Ohio, W^er,;,tho. started 
for his new.home.Ti*Aiif^vont;;;well till 
the - raft struck a /snag'i' the whisky 
and family were saved' with dlfllculty. 
Arrived In Indiana a rough cabin with 
taut three sides, neither floor nor. fur- 
niture sheltered the 'young ' childrefl 
and delicate mother.

The Bible, Aesop Fables, Weema' Life 
of George Washington, Henry Clay's 
speochea, John Bunyan's Pilgrim's 
Progress, his only book of romance. 
Tho Bible gave him his moral phlloso- 
jihy, tho Washington gave him patri- 
otism, the Clay made Iilm :i Whig and 
In after years a Republican. In those 
days of multiplied literature I ques- 
tion If anything bettor could be found 
to plant tho seeds of such a life as ho 
lived. It Is not how much wo roiid 
that matters, but how much wo mas- 
tor. As Lincoln grew up to manhood 
ho became popular with nelghbor.s, 
could wrestle or fight, could write 
poetry or make a speech, could split 
rails or milk cows with tho best of 
thom and tell stories, most of whieh 
wore imaginary and all humorous, tho 
best of all. His young Imagination 
was fired by attendance at the county 
court sessions where ho greatly won- 
dered at the .learned lawyers and 
Judges, and frequently: was heard to 
say ho could do as woll himself. When 
he was Zl.yoara old the family moved 
again, this, time to Sangamon 'county, 
Illinois. ■' ' " " ' 

He Leaves Home

The Ig- 
norance of military tactics as well as 
quickness to get out of a dllllculty is 
shown by the following Incident. His 
company on the march came to a gate 
across tho roadway. He could .not re-

He was then 
appointed poatmaster of . Salem, and 
carrledSmoStirof- the letters in his hat. 
He wehtJjiritoj.partnerahip in a store 
with a drunken character, who soon 
led him to failure, and Lincoln became 
Involved in debt, which took sixteen 
years to pay.' But pay . he did. Next 
came tho, deputy; surveyorshlp of his 
county, a.'wprk; he greatly .enjoyed. , 
He Enters Politics 
lie now thought tho time opportune 
to try to secure a nomination for tho 
state legislature. His opening mani- 
festo read like this: "Ifollow citizens, 
I have been requested to offer myself 
as a candidate for the legislature. 
My politics aro short and sweet liko 
tho old woman's dance; I am in favor 
of a national bank, of internal im- 
provements and a high protective 
tariff. If elected, I shall bo pleased; 
if not, it's all tho same." He had only 
ten days for tho canvass and was. de- 
feated. Two years later he offered 
himself again and this time was tri- 
umphantly elected. Upon his return 
from the Black Hawk war he had, at 
tho suggestion of a friend, secured 
some w.orks on law, and had In spare 
hours been reading hard, and shortly 
after this flrst session of the legisla- 
ture entered Judge Logan's ofllco as 
a law student. Hero for several years 
he did the drudery of a law ofllce for 
a salary only aufflolent vtp .olo.the and 
board him. Here''lt|wae,'i4t6o',;|that an- 
other tragedy bccurred';lri''hl3i life that 
deepened lines, of melancholy In tho 
face. Annie Rutledge was a beauty. 
In every way fitted for ^hlm, but on 
the'bve of their wedding suddenly died.

"Having described Lincoln's limited 
but useful course of study and prepara- 
tion for his future career, his experi- 
ences as a captain In tho Black Hawk 
war, as postmaster , at Salem -and as - a 
business man and - as .the, deputy , surr 
veyor of his countyp,he>meatlonedShlS. 
defeat for the state 'legislature' and hla 
election for the samo position two 
years afterwards. Then entsrlnir 'Judge 
Logan's office Lincoln prepared him- 
self for tho ''oar, and soon became ono 
of the most skillful politicians in the 
country. Ho carried hla. honesty .with 
him Into his legal career and won his 
largest fee, t5,000. In defending the Mo- 
Ccrmlck patent suit 

Ho IVIarries. 

Both Stephen A. Douglass, tlio bril- 
liant Bo.-nocratlc politician and Lincoln 
courted Mary 'Todd, 'who declared she 
would only . marry tho man who would 
become president. She chose homely 
Lincoln and although ho mado a default 
upon tho wedding day owing to a form- 
er memory the marriage afterwards took

must either stamp out slavery or alaV- 
ory will crush out these American 
States." (Applause.) ,

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AN IMPORTANT PROPOSAL. 

The proposal submitted to the City 
Council by the B. C. Eleotrlo|aan^ay 
company Is of very great Interest" and 
Importance. Briefly the comipany pro- 
poses to liistal a power plant at Jor- 
. dan , river and deliver 10,000 horso 
'rSSjy^Fl*''!*'*?!'; substation In this city. 
■:fe'>I?his "^wiii 'c^^^ 'for an expenditure by 
the company of at jeaat tl,500,000.. The 
company undertakes to supply the city 
with- light for the streets at half Its 
present cose as supplied from the 
city's own plant. It agrees to give 
Victoria the same rates for light and 
power as are erlven In Vancouver. Tho 
city on Its part agrees- not to enter 
Into competition with the company In 
furnishing light or power without elth-, 
er purchasing or ofierlng- to ipurchaae 
. the company's plant. The price Is to 
be flxcd by the city in the first In- 
stance, but If the company does not 
accept It, arbitrators are to determine 
the amount to bo paid. If tho com- 
pany does not accept the city's offer 
or the award of the arbitrators, tho 
city may Install its own plant. This 
Arrangement Is to remain in force 
during the pendency of the company's 
charter,' which has thirty years to 
run, i T^^ asks , the; , city to 

consent' to the introduction'' sec- 
tidn into the Municipal Clauses 
Amendment act now before the Liegls- 
lature, giving effect to the proposed 
arrangement. V, The, members, of -, the 
City Council seem to be ready, to ac- 
cede to the proposal, and wo think they 
will be wise to do so. 

Theyiirst thing to be considered In 
a matter of this Wndfls city 
la a^iced to surreijder; ' K 
the right to-estabUsh a plant In com 
petition wltii*T{he''f'company, without 
first -making a reasonable proposition 
to take the company's plant off Its 
hands.' Is there any likelihood that 
tho.cltjy would seekf during the life of, 
I. the 'company's franchise to install such 
a plant? We do not think so. "We do 
not say that before the expiration of 
the company's franchise flie city may 
not decide upon raunlclpul ownership 
of the-: lighting, power and .street rall- 
w.iy • systems. That Is ari open ques- 
tion to be determined by events. But 
we do. say with tho utmost confidence 
that the city Is not likely under any 
circumstances to wish to go Into com- 
petition Avlth the B. C. Bloctrlc com 
pany In cither of these services. If It 
ever wants to do this line of business 
at all, It -will want to do It all, 
have a complete monopoly of It, and 
there ,1s nothing In.;; the. proposed 
arrangement to preveiit Its obtaining 
tho comiplete control of tho company's 
plant, at any time, but It the company 
should prove utterly unreasonable, 
and refuse to sell for the price offered 
by the city or fixed by the arbitrators, 
the city would be exactly In tho same 
position that It woul.l be If tho pro- 
posed arrangement Is not consum- 
mated. Therefore wo do not see that 
the city Is really giving up anything 
that is of tho least value to It. On 
the other hand it Is t'liinlng something 
directly, namely In the saving upon 
the :;'cost.vof street llghtlni;. It will 
make, a decided gain for the citizens 
•by^ securing a reduction In.the cost of 
: the- electric -light. ' The 'tiHarges for 
power are much the same' hero as In 
Vancouver, but under the proposed ar- 
rangement the charges for light will 
bo reduced nearly. If not quite, thirty 
per cent. 

Naturally critics will ask what tho 
<;ompany has to gala by the conces- 
islons to the city, If what tho city is 
surrendering Is of no value to the 
municipality. The answer, to this that 
tho existence of such a provision In 
the Municipal act, as Is proposed, will 
enable the company to got the money 
needed for Improvements moro readily 
than would otherwise . bo possible. 
There Is a similar provision In the 
Vancouver Municipal Act, and the 
fact that Vlcotria is not under such 
un agreement creates a suspicion 
against tlie security of invcstmontq in 
connection with extensions of tho 
company's plant here. 

In addition to the direct ai»d Indirect 
advantages which can bo now spoken 
of, there Is another class of benefits 
which will flow ;from; the Installation 
of such a plant aa ^tho company pro- 
poses. The company iS^.wlll, have at 
Victoria a plant oC a''cbntiniious power 
equal to 10,000 h.p. At present Us

The 
tiompany would be unlikely to permit 
Its capital Invested In the Jordan river 
plant to remain unutilized, and as In 
A''ancouver and vicinity would certain- 
ly roach rout for opportunities to use 
It. We may add that under the pro- 
posed arrangement the company Is to

1,000 h.p. Therefore any;' .objection 
which might bo raised oh the score 
that the city may have power of its 
own to dispose of is met. 

Wo may add that if the proposed, 
arrangement Is .carried ,• out, it will 
mean the expenditure of a v.ery large 
sum' of money, chiefly for labor, and 
that work will have to be begun at an 
early day. We think the proposed 
agreementJs one that the City Council 
would, be - wise . to adopt. 



LICENSES 

There Is a proposal before the gov- 
ernment that timber licenses shall be 
renewable from year to year after the 
expiration of the twenty-one years for 
which they are issued. This is pur61y 
a business proposition, and It ought to 
be considered" without any appeals to 
prejudice: It Is a case for the weigh- 
ing of advantages. Under tho present 
ai7.ingem'ent licenses are issued for 
t.venty-one years, and the licensee 
pays a rental of $140 a square mile and 
a royally of 50 cents per thousand 
superficial feet of timber cut. . The 
rental, tho royalty, or both, may be In- 
creased ;lS6mdtIme' .to tl.-hb. . When the 
end of , the '.term of a license is ap- 
proaching, the holder will naturally be- 
gin to consider his position. In many 
cases ho will have paid something to 
someone else for the license, but in 
any event ho will have to contemplate 
the payment of ?2,940 f or..'rentalidurlng 
the term for every square'mlie/wlthbut 
taking Into account anything that may 
have been paid to the person who 
staked the land In the first Instance, 
and reckonlng^jonlxlr?"*' y cost of 
cruising and 'surveying and other In- 
cidental expenses, the licensee will 
have 'at least $5.00 an acre Invested in 
tho claim, nearly all of which the pro- 
vincial treasury will have received. If 
he has logged off the land, he will per- 
mit his license to expire whenever 
that has been done, but every one 
knows that •• the greater part of the 
areas now under license cannot pos- 
sibly be logged off during the term for 
which the licenses 'are now renewable. 
It would not be desirable in the public 
interest that they should bo logged off. 
Moreover, a licensee would have no 
wish to renew his license for logged 
off lands. What wo have to contem- 
plate, therefore^ is the policy that shall 
prevail in respect to ; tllnber lands,.that 
have' been ^jrit'buched. ' ■ ' " 

The first consideration that will oc- 
cur to most people Is that such land 
should revert to the Crown -to bo 
Hgaln .disposed of, and at first sight 
this seems 'to be a reasonable proposi- 
tion. Ncvertheles.3, certain objections 
to It suggest themselves. The first may 
be stated in the form of a qui.stion: 
What advantage would It be to tho 
people to have- tho lands revert to the 
Crown? The natural answer to this is 
that the lands will be worth more 
when the license terms elapse than 
they are now, a proposition which can- 
not be disputed. Hut under the law 



the. .adoption of .regulatio.ns wherpby 
tlie smaller 'timber could bo preserved. 
We think these advantages would bo 
moro valuable to the public than tho 
possible bonuses which would bo paid 
In competition for timber' lands. 

It may be objected that. If timber 
licenses are made renewable In the 
manner mentioned, the settlement of 
the country will be retarded. This 
could bo guarded against. We under- 
stand that the la\v now enables tho 
government to relieve from license any 
areas needed for Immediate settlement, 
but If these provisions are not'sufHc- 
lontly far-reaching, they can readily 
boimade so; - ^' ''-..V 
i^! Uppn^.welghlng the advantages we 
are.rincllned to'thlnk that it would bo 
of- the greater benelit to the country 
to provide for tho renewing of tho 
llponses from year to year after the 
twenty-one year period has expired, 
the,;.goy,ernment, qf> cpursev.Vreta'nlpg 
full control over, the rental,1the^'rbyaity~ 
and tho right to open the land for sot- 
tlomont. As wo have said, tho propos- 
ition is a business one. We have en- 
deavored to present ' both sides of It 
fairly, and we hojio we have done so 
intelligibly.

ROUTINE WORK BEFORE 
STREETS COMMITTEE 

Owners Must Ascertain Wliere 
Sewer Levels Are— Street 
Improvements ^ 



If property owners will persist in 
■building upon low lying property 
without first taking steps to find out 
the level of the sewer and afterwards 
find that they are put to e.xpcnso in 
connectlnpT with tho sewer in order 
to get the necessary fall they will 
have to meet the whole of such added 
expense without hope of any assist 
anco from tho city. 

This principle was enunciated at 
last night's meeting of the streets, 
liridges nnd sewers committee, when 
I/. Dickinson submitted a request that 
tlio city should pay $'?5, being one 
half of the expense he was put to in 
changing his plumbing in order to con- 
form with the grade of the sewer. 
Alderman Stewart objected to tho city 
making any sucli payment. Ho de- 
clared that in tho great majority ot 
uascs-the.8ewer,Js.-laid but the own- 
ers putf^ii fthel plumbing without first 
finding ' biif ' lf"" the pr'oper connection 
i-ah be made.' On his recommendutlon 
Mr. , Dickinson's request v/as not 
untortalned. ' 

Tho time of tho committee was 
taken up wholly with routine mat 
ters. Tho petition of Robert Dins- 
dale and others that the city should. 
In constructing public works on the 
local Improvement plan, call for lend- 
ers, the City Engineer to also put In 
a tender, was laid over for a week. 

A complaint from C. C. Pemberton 
concerning a quantity ot Avire lying 
.on^.,r)o.us)as : Striiet near' Courtney 
StreeC;>which;^;besldea being un.slghtly, 
Ifttd-'danger toi^passers-by,-wa8 refer- 
red- to the City Engineer., . . 

The application of the LInoliam 
Scott Sand & Gravel Company to be

where the oompan.v proposes to slore 
unnd and gravel, was referred to thu 
city solicitor to report with which 
party, tho. tramway company or tho

best "mada ' to protect- the city' Inte- 
rests, , . . . •. , 

Ten drums, about flOO gallons, of the 
liquid recommended by AV, .T. Pendray, 
of the B. C. Soap AA'orks, as a pre- 
ventative of woed.s and Wiied growth 
will, bo ordered for the piirpcscs of 
expnrlmentlng. The liquid cun t)0 
obtained by tho city Cor three quar- 
ters of a cent per gallon. 

As Catherine Street \» being Im- 
(iroved ' under the local Improvement 
plan tho request of (JUlson .t Com- 
lian.v, on behalf of their (.Ihlnose iirin- 
(•i))al, that the latter should not be 
compelled to make sewer connection 
until he retui-ns to tho city In July, 
will not be entertained. The conncc- 
lliin will ho liisisted upon at once and 
other necessary connections will be 
ordered bo that tlio ro.adv.-ay when 
unco completed, will not be "lorn up 
iiK.'iin. 

The vpfpiost of property owners be- 
twiM?!! Slnieoo street and Dallas roud, 
whose i)roi)ortie.4 front on tlio park, 
that a cement sidoivalk bo laid, will 
not bo granted. Tho property Is park 
land and tlie city lia.s no authority to 
spend money in .such work. 

The que.stloii or lm)n-ovlng Powell 
Street on the local liniiroveineiU i ) \n 
was discussed. A petition by tho uin- 
Jorlty of the owners asked tliat the 
city ;,oxproprlate .^that-, portion of tho 
property;>;pf.';Mr, i Lorlmer, which ox- 
tend? jout^dyer thelstreet line.

the nocfess'ary portion of Mr; Lorl mer' s 
propert^j-khoul^lljavo been purchased 
anditheiroadway 'should not have bden 
acccptc'd by the' city until that had 
been done. Mr. Lorlmor Is willing to 
sell the projecting portion, if ho gets 
a reasonable ngnre and in addition 
will give the city that piece of his 
property which extends over the street 
line on Toronto street 

It was decided that the cost of se- 
curing the; piece' on Powell street 
should'- be pftld "by the owners, tho 
city to undertake the work of street 
Improvement on the local Improvement 
plan and pay one-third of the cost ex- 
cepting tho cost of securing the Lor- 
l.mcr land. It was also decided to 
undertake the Improvement of Tor- 
onto street, from Menzles street 
through to the park on the > local Im- 
provement plan. 

Tho sower and sidewalk on Ida 
street will be continued as far as Air. 
Revcrcomb's property, and a sewer 
on Hillside avenue northerly to Third 
street, laid at a cost of $300. 

In consideration of his paying tho 
extra cost, A. Shirk's request that tho 
retaining wall for tho cement walk 
In. front of his premises bo placed 
along tho lino of his property In order 
that he may erect a fence . will be 
granted. 

Pembroke street, between ; Haughton 
street and Shakespeare street. will bo 
lmproved,-lf thd owners are' agroeable, 
on the' local Improvement 'plan, rook 
bloisting at a cost ..of; 42.900, :biBlng' 
hiiC-cnsary. A.cement.walk.wlll be Inld. 
on the. north side from Haugion • to 
ShnkcRpearo street and on the south 
side. from\ the end of the predont ,>ynlk 
to Belmont street, while tho roadway, 
when blasted out, will bo (rrndcd and 
macadamized, from Haughton to 
Shakespeare stroets. 

The piece of cement walk on the 
north/Side of;. Johnson. ■3treety,,bet\yepn 
£)ouglas and Broad streets, tho last 
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ipleco of work to be done under tho 
local improvements bylaw, No. 27, will 
be laid, but as there are buildings 
which project over the street lino tho 
sidewalk in front of them will be laid 
but three feet In width, and at some 
future date when the b-n'ners wish to 
have tho walk made full width they^ 
will have to pay the cost themselves' 
unless they permit of tlio walk belni^, 
run atralglit through now. ' 

The engineer stated that the work 
of laying tho block pavement on 
Government street from Johnson street 
to Flsguard street \vlll commence as 
soon as the, blocks a.ro ready. Tho 
creosote has arrived 'and he thought 
the work could bo. stalrted . within two 
weeks. The engineer was Instructed 
to give an estimate of cost of Improv- 
ing the fountain.- , at. ■ the junction of 
Go vernmbrit 'str^ei 'and Douglas street.

REVIEWS MARINE ''- • 
INSURMCE LAST 

Total Losses Cost Underwriters Over 
Thirty Million Dollars in Twelve 
Months 



•' In a review of tho marine insur- 
ance of 1908 Browning Dick, of Lon- 
don writes: — Total losses on steamers 
will certainly, in the aggregate, be 
less than those in 1907, although they 
will be at least £ 500.000 more, than In 
1906, v/hen the total wafl iE4i880,0OOj",In 
but In this was Included the £750,000 
due to the Dakota, while , In 190S It 
would appear that ,thB-:tbtal will 
reach about £5,500,000. In sailing 
ships the total Is slightly less than 
the £1.105,000 for 1907, as It Is ex- 
pected to bo just over £900,000. 

The most serious loss of the year 
camejust before Christmas in tho 
wrecking of the cotton-laden steamer 
Irnda, on MIzen Head. The total value 
at risk was £330,000, and tho chance 
of any salvage is very small indeed. 
Another loss of largo magnitude was 
that.. of., thg,, Star,, Qf. Japan, wrecked 
near Dahori but in this case a great 
part of the cargo was, salved before 
the steamer; broke up, and the claims 
are not'' likely to exceed £200,00.0. 
Threw-, • other large loHaes .''dld not 
seriously affect the English inarkQt. 
They -wore tho'Lacrisz, sunk In the 
Rod Sea and valued at £154,000? tho 
Cap Frio, wrecked near Bnhia (,£112,- 
500), nnd tho Lambert, burnt off tho 
Patagonlan coast (£133,000),' all three 
being mostly insured in Germany. The 
A''alasqucz, (.Ci39,000), and the Tolos- 
by, ( £136,000),' were insured In Eng- 
land, although same American com- 
panies were interested In the lattar, 
which had a cotton cargo. New York 
underwriters Buffered through tllp 
abandonment of the Cliarlcs Tlberghotp 
(£90,000), tho Latona { £97,000) -aild' 
the Spartan I'rince (£88,000), the t\fo 
latter, being aunk by collision. Other 
heavy Ibsses were tho Grlndon Hall 
(missing, .£00,000), Snnsu (£88,000) 
and Newark Cdstle (£85,000). 

Un sailing ships tho Star of Bengal 
and Liiolle, with salmon cargoes from 
Alaska, , accounted for £100,000 be- 
tween them. The Loeli FInlas loss 
was £42,000, the Peter .Rlckiners 
.£38,000 and the Vendee' £38,000. 
Three American shlp.s wero missing 
on a voyage round tho Horn to tho 
Pacific. The Arthur Sewall loss 
amounted ,tQ,.,£ 33,000, while the Adolf 
Obrig and|Bani;aloro were compara- 
tively small yallies. On the Padlfic 
coast the Eclipse and Emily. Reed 
wore lost on tho voyage from Now- 
CKstle, U. S. A., to the North Pacific 
with ooal. 

It h.'is becoiiii^ (iillte oustomary to 
report soriou.s llre.s In connection with 
Khipiilng. In 11108 the St. Cutliberl 
and Lambert were both burnt at sea. 
Thi're waH a bad' lire on the Ralomo at 
SiiiRupoi-i' and she had to lie. sunk at 
Singapore, whlli-. reccntl.v the Papjiroa, 
from Wellington, N. Z., w.ns on lire 
ul St. Vincent, and tho Sithonla at 
Colombo,.,, from Shanghai. A lire at 
Hostoh'lht July on tho wharves of the 
Cunard and . Leyland companies Is 
estimated to cost £300,000. In Octo- 
ber there was a fire at (Miicago In the 
Halt dock.'^. when daniago amounting 
to .1:200,000 was done. Other llres 
w-ere were on Copra nt Miir.sellUjs, 
1172,000, and cargo in the (^ornl.sh- 
man at Portland, Me., In i.lecenibi.'r, 
,C 30,000. After comparative Immunity 
for a season, lire.'? broke out on steam- 
ers carrying (.'alciitta coals, and in 
April and May no loss than 18 steam- 
ers were reported to have sufforod more 
or less seriously. 

In the overdue market It is a lunu 
time since so many vessels at high 
rates have arrived. The Kster liad ad- 
vanced to £96 before isho was report- 
ed ^pafe. The Surcouf was at .CSu, 
the* Hougomont and Gcrtrulda Glrarda 
were at .CSO; the Atlantic at je55; 
the Crlcalcth Castle, Good News and 
Havlla all at £50. 

The highest salvage award of tho 
year (£8,000) was carnod by the Ab- 
ergoldle' for - towing tho Nlcobnr to 
Aden when on fire.- The Lord Iveagh 
got £6,000 for aorvicos rendered to 
the' tobacco ship Brema; two Grimsby 
trawlers received £6,250 for picking up 
the abandoned crane barge Montreal, 
which was biSing towed to the St 
Lawrence; the "Wm. Cliff r/ recelvoS 
£ 5,000 for towing . in the . Cambrian, 
which had ' "broken down In the At- 
lantic, and ,'the Elm. Branch had , to 
payv £4,000 for being: towed to Mon- 
tevideo by the Pretoria. , , 

There were several oxccllent sal- 
vage onerntlons. After months of 
work the C.P.R. liner. Mount Tenipie 
was successfully floated. In April. Tho 
German liner Anubls,<;vajubd'„at £ 45,- 
OOO,- which stranded-" on Siih Miguel 
Island in.. July on a voyage from Se- 
attle to Hamburg, was got uiT; nnd 
another smart piece of work was tho 
floating of the fruit steamer Cartago, 
valued at £110,000, whlrh stranded on 
Utllla Island In November. 

Throughout the year there has been 
a general Inclination to advance rates, 
and more has been done;.' In tjils di- 
rection than the' most' WhgUltib''tinder- 
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writers thought possible. In tho 
spring rates on hulls of American lake 
steamers were advanced to 5 l-i; pi.'r 
cent., with tt valuation of £11 i)er ton, 
and various modifications in the policy 
conditions. In the fall, rates on ordin- 
ary American hulls _,were raised by 
10 per cent, and tho' amount allowed 
for dlsbunsement Insurance llinltpd to 
10 per cent, of the Insured value of tho 
hull, while in D.ecpin^jer . . it was re- 
solved to Inereasp the' rates, on British 
tj'iunp stouiners ',by,,T^ot, l^ss than 'lO 

All through tlie year rates on «uli- 
ing ships have advanced and with a 
limited market It has been possible 
for under\vritcrA,to,.,aeoure liigh rates. 
Even on these -.coi^^'tlohsV.i'jh.o^wever, 
there are grave doubts that business 
hits been profitable. ,

"While Capt. Fred Ilackctt and Capt. 
Whiddon are seeking for a suitable 
vessel In which to curry another ex- 
pedition to (-'uco.s island to search for 
the buried millions of tho loot from 
Lima by the Nova Scotlan barkentine 
IMary Dea tuul the hidden treasures 
of Lioultu the pirate, Capt. James 
Brown, a New I'Jnglander, 70 years of 
age, is on ills way from San Fran- 
cisco liy the steamer -^larlnosa bound 
via Tahiti lo .Sydney to charier .a. 
steamer there to proceed to another 
south sea island iiml to which he 
claims to have tran.sferred to Cocos 
Island millions many yciirs ago. 

Capt. Urown's .story of the much- 
talked-of south ."^ca treasure dlffer.s 
from that i)reviously told but has a 
Hinillar tinge. According to him it wa^ 
the .sclioon(;r Black Witch ot Salem, 
not tlio Nova Scotia bnrk Mary Deu 
ns was told by the sciirehors who went 
from hero, which took the millions 
from Peru. According to the local 
story the treasure was taken by the 
bark to- which it liad been entrusted 
for sal'ekoeping by citizens of Lima, 
while Capt. Brown's story Is that the 
$00,000,000 was takfen from Spanish 

vessels. 

Capt. Hacket and his associates arc 
now pliuining another expedition which 
Ik being capltall;;e<l by a company 
formed at "V'ancoiiver, in which some 
prominent VnncoiivorltoB are rejiort- 
ed to be Interested. The leaders have 
Vmmmi si-eldng for a siill.ihle vessel to- 
ni;ike the trli> to Cocos i.slaiid, tho 
scene of so many .searchoH. Sevcn-al 
have bean made l.iy Victorians, Capt. 
Ilackett and Capt. Wllldden having en- 
gaged in two, and !i squadron of Ills 
Atiijesty's navy from Ksqvilinalt un- 
der tho late Admiral PallLser, who 
after leaving the navy Joined Earl 
I'-'ltKwilliam in tho steamer Vcronlriue 
expedition from England, have also 
searched. The schooner Aurora, and 
brlganllnc Blakelpy both carried ex- 
peditions from Victoria commanded by 
Capt. Hiickott. 

Capt. Drc'wn, before leaving San 
Francisco on the Mariposa, said: 

"I'm going to got the treasure, not 
to seareh for It. 1 know exactly where 
It Is hidden, and can lay my hands on 
It, There will bo no search made, and 
althougli I was a mere boy c-f 10 when 
tho treasure was burled I can distinct- 
ly remember tho Island upon which It 
Is burled. It Is an island In the grou]) 
known as tho Thousand Islands, not 
CocoH Island, although hundreds of 
searchers have turned up half the soil 
on Cr^coa Islnncf to find the treasure." 

Murder, piracy ano intrigue played 
an important part In Capt. Brown's 
story of securing the treasure. From 
warring Spaniards tlie immenso for- 
tune wus wrested by a daring Captain 
Henry Smith. J.'ike all Kuccessful 
pirates, Smith commanded nn Innocent 
appearing craft. Treacherously one 
night the schooner hove alongside a 
Spanish war packet and Smith and his 
crew stole from tho fighting sailors [ 
the loot which they had carried, from 
Peruvian cities. . , j 



And once the treasure had been 
stowed away In tho holds of tho pri- 
vateers, more treachery and inoro mur- 
der occurred. Trouble did not cease, 
either, when the fortune was in tho 
hands of Brown and his companions, 
for on several occasions Brown was 
marked for death by members of his 
crew. Blown killed a treacherous 
master and alone brought his boat in- 
to Cochin bay after burying tho troas- 
,ure. JIuch, of this .interesting ..story 
has fallen from Bro>vn's memory, but 
In part his' story is as follpw^s: 

"In the year i8r>n l shipped on board 
a vessel In New York as second mate 
for the West Indies. Arrlvng at King- 
ston, Jamaica, I became acquainted 
with a Captain Henry Smith of tlio' 
schooner Sea Foam, 400 tons register, 
who was there fitting out for a pearl 
fishing trip, and I Joined his vessel as 
chief mate. After being at sea for 
some time the captain told me what 
his real business consisted of. We 
were to go to Cocos Island after treas- 
ure which had hcoii burled there by 
his father. 

"Then ho tcld us about his father, 
Captain Smith of the schooner Black 
Witch, of Salem, IHnss. Ho was on 
tlio coast of Peru while the Spaniard.^ 
were fighting that country in 1S30, and 
came in contact with their vessels, 
from which he took all c-f their treas- 
nre, amounting to .about $00,000,000, 
and consisting of silvor, silver dollars, 
gold bars bullion and gold and silver 
nnd Jewels from the cliurclies, also 
diamonds and prcclou.s stones, all of 
^vhlcll wero taken to Cocos Island and 
burled. 

"Before Captain Smith died ho im- 
parted the secret to his son, with whom 
I was then connected. AVe arrived 
at Cocos island and found tho treasure 
and moved It to another island in the 
South P.'iciflc, where we burled li, 
again. Here all of the crew died ex- 
cel)! tho captain, the steward and niy- 
aolf. We had a fine ship's longboat, 
which we three fitted out, as tho 
schooner had broken np. Wo ]nit 
about $1,000,000 aboard and .started 
for Australia. On the passage the cap- 
tain and steward died, I arrived at 
cochin bay, AVest Australia, and 1 am 
sure (hat 1 um tho only living man 
who knows where the treasure Is bur- 
led. It-, has been ])roved that it can 
not be found on Cocos Island. The 
reason is that we moved U." 

(■^aptaln Brown will go lo Sydney, 
.Vnstrulhi, where ho will fit up a small 
steamer. From tho Austmlhin iiort ho 
will sail for Cocos Island or there- 
abouts — the aged mariner preferring 
to let the exact llicatlon of Ihi'. treas- 
ure remain his secret. His en'W w-ill 
consist of four men, wliom ho has al- 
ready eiiRagod for the trip, knowing 
them to be sailors n.s eager to share In 
the good fortune ns himself. Ho will 
direct tho entire expedition. 



DEATH PEN ALTY IN FRANCE 

Revival of Guillotine is Being Discuss- 
ed by French Cabinet 

Paris, i'Yb. 1-. — Twenty-two con- 
demned murderers, who ar(! now lying 
under sentence of death in various 
I)arts of France, are alarmed fm- tho 
safety of their heads, nnd not witliout 
reason, for It now Booms certain that 
some of them will fall under tho knlfu 
of tlio guillotine. 

The recent vote of the Chamber of 
De|)utle8 which by a large majority 
favored tho retention of the death 
penalty, has now been discussed at 
considerable length by -the Cabinet, 
jr. Cleinenceau, who has hitherto 
shown himself In favor of the abolition 
of capital iniulHlunont, .-ind who pro- 
mised that no exoeutlouH should -take 
place while he was I»roinler, found 
himself In a dilemma, and at variance 
with hlH Ministerial colleagues; The 
.itticr MInlHlers were -for t iiVVin,? , 
the will of tho public, as ovpreBROiJjljy 
the Chamber, nnd enforcing tho; IttW. 

M. FallloroB, It Is said, took this 
view, and announced that In future 
he would not Indiscriminately exor- 
cise his right, to reprieve. M. Clem- 
onceau was at- last brought round to 
tho opinion of tho other members of

CECIL RHODES' ANCESTORS 



Genealogy of Rhodes Family Brought 
to Liglit in London 



London, Feb. 12, — Interesting details 
concerning the ancestors of Cecil 
Rhodes were given at the Old-street 
Police Court recently during the liear- 
Ing of a case brought by AVillium 
RlKKliiS, J.P.,, nnd others, concerning a 
bridge at Ilaggerst'on. 

It was stated that AVllllam nhndes. 
the great-great-grandfather of t-'ecU 
Rhndi'S, came lo London In 1720, from 
Dlaley, In Cheshire, nnd bought 11 
large quantity of agricultural land at 
Dalstoii and llaggorston in 1770. When 
William Rhodes died. In 17U4, his son 
Samuel bought more land in Hngger- 
ston and Dalstoii, and .started brick- 
making. 

He had three sons, who worked with 
him, and the business proved so prof- 
itable that they soon found thcmaolves 
at liKi top of the trade. In addition 
London began to evpand In that direc- 
tion, and tho land became valunblo as 
building sites. * 

Much of the land was sold, and only 
the Dalston estate passed to tho roiih, 
William, Samuel and Thomas, Sam- 
uel sold his Interest In the brlckliolds 
to his brothers, nnd occupied a farm 
of sixty acres at ShepherdeBS-walk. 

William died In 1843, leaving a son 
named after him. This son had ft son, 
Francis William, who became a clergy- 
man, and tho father of Cocill RhodcH 
and Colonel Frank nhbdcs. .

As tho processionists passed 
along tho atroets they were drenched 
with water by the residents, who held 
tubs In readiness.- "But tho great pe- 
culiarity of tho occasion 'Was a dog., 
Ho was tied up In u common chair 
with ah old garment round his shoul- 
ders and an old 'big man's hat' on his 
'head. Ho got a double share of tho ■ 
■ water along tho route, and seemed to 
have entirely exhausted tho glory and 
the fun of his jjosltlon. Tlio oxplana-. 
tlon of the ceremony was this. Among 
domestlo animals the- dog • Is placed 
lowest. But the iioople In Ihoir nt- 
i tempt to move the pity •f Heaven said 
i In effect: 'Wo will put ourselves low- 
jor than tho dog. We will give him the 
honor of riding Ih state as our mns- 
jtcr It only you will give us rain.'". The 
correspondent adda that: rain, foil be-: 
fore sunset,' '.,

HUl park, Tho veteran doctor objects 
to the city assessing property oyi'nero 
who abut on the park for various 
reasons , which ho explained. , It was 
not, 5)n'; account of the.^fow;.'db!lars in- 
volved .but because the ; Cltjr' was' try- 
ing to commit a breach of trust. 

Tho doctor , was a member of, the 
first legislative assembly of the pro- 
vince and was able to give tho com- 
mittee the history of Beacon Hill park 
from personal knowledge. 

"Flfty-olglit years ago," .'iaid tho doc- 
tor, "the Hudson's Bay co.mpany gave 
the property to tho government for 
park purposes, and It was maintained 
by the government for many years. 
During the Walkem administration the 
city got a conveyance of tho park In 
trust. It was to be always used a.s 
a. park and to be maintained out of 
the general funds, but now they aro 
Seeking to assess the, property owners 
In the vicinity for keeping up the 
roads. Heywood avenue is part of tho 
park and not a strpet. , ni^'.^^iK-'-^^^^ 

"I am- not acting' in any 'mercenary^^ 
spirit nor for myself in • thl8;i;miatter 
as has been - alleged,''C continued tho 
venerable aoctbr.'^y^^aCkm'faotlng for 
tho beiieflt of^' Victoria; as I want to 
seo that trust kept sacred by our 
council. Do you suppose that for a 
few dollars I would use my influence 
for my own 'benefit?" 

Ho pointed out to the committee 
that Beacon Hill park was in a totally 
different position to the Gorge park 
or any oC the other recreation grounds 
wlilch had been purchased by the city 
and belonged absolutely to It. Bea- 
con HIU park was h61d In trust on 
certain terms and by skilfully mix- 
ing up this park with tho others In a 
general clause It was sought to avoid 
tho trust. 

H. D. Holmcken, K.C., drew the at- 
tention of the committee to tho fact 
that tho city had no right to apply 
the local Impruvument system to this 
property by making private arrange- 
ments . with ■ the property owners In 
respect of certain Improvements. They 
were now trying to have a system ap- 
plied to an urea to which It was not 
applicable. . . . . . , , . 

"They. want ^to^ treat as: streets, roads 
whlchivacbofaipg'ItoKtfiesdeed^^ 
they cannot ierect: Into streets.'' - re- 
marked Mr. Oliver; i 

"That is just it," remarked Dr. Hol- 
mcken, and lie pointed out that In 
other respects the road was not treat- 
as a street, in that heavy teaming over 
it was prohibited.

Great interest is being sliown by 
fruit growers throughout the island in 
tho work of the Victoria Fruit' Grow- 
ers' association, tho membership of 
which will be materially increased 
through the series of meetings whlcii 
has boen. hejd at which James Drum- 
mondignialnager of the local Fruit 
Growers' rUxchango, has been deliver- 
ing addresses. "'Tuesday evening la.st 
Mr. Drummond addressed a crowded 
meeting at Metchosin, at which over 
100 growers, not as yet members of 
tho association, .were, present^ and at 
tho conclusion of the meeting jiractl 
ciiliy oycvy one cf tlioso present ex 
I)ieased Ills intention of becoming a 
menibcr of the association. On Thurs- 
day evening a well attended meeting 
was held by Mr. Drummond at Col- 
wood with tho same result. Mr. 
Drummond spoko on tho topic "Co- 
op(!ratlon," pointing out that beneflts 
wiilch huvo accrued to the members 
oC the Victoria Fruit Growers' asso- 
ciation since that organization had 
been formed, the greater facilities for 
handling tlie fruit produtcs, the im- 
proved methods of packing, and tho 
greater returns to tiie grower. 

On Monday afternoon at the board 
of trade rooms, a meeting of tlio oa- 
sociatlon will be held when tho pro- 
position to organize a limited liability 
company will be considered. At first 
It was suggested that tlie members 
should be Incorporated into a joint 
stock company with a suggested capl-

All ploniiBer realdehts of the city will 
read with Iiitierelst the following report 
of a lecture delivered at the Aberdeen 
school, New Westminster, by ; Judge 
Howay, on tlio Royal. Engineers,, that 
Intrepid, stalwart band, .of British 
soldiers, who helped lay the founda- 
tion of this splendid province, and 
who first landed at Victoria: 

On being introduced by Dr. Boggs, 
who presided, .Tudge Howay said: 

"Tho year 1909 is a peculiar ono In 
the province of British Columbia. It 
Is tlio tlftieth anniversary of tho 
founding of Now "Westniinster, tho 
fiftieth anniversary of tlie founding of 
Methodism, and tho fiftieth anniver- 
sary of tho coming of the Royal En- 
gineers. Brltisli Columbia tis a colony 
sprang Into being with the discovery 
of her hidden stores of gold, which 
drew hordes of reckless fortune hunt- 
ers in search of the precious metal, in 
the year, 18B8.; These adventurers in- 
cluded the worst of the. population of 
San Francisco, .and gold mining towns 
of California. Thousands ranswered 
the call of the yellow >lia'cre,^tjie pro- 
Honce of which demanaea?'s6me form 
of government. James Douglas was 
appointed governor, but he not being 
accustomed to deal with such a wild 
and apparently lawless band- of peo- 
ple, began to look upon them with 
suspicion, and was flilod- with - a fear 
that they miglit rob tho mother land 
of her valuable possession. This fear 
caused him to wrlto to Lord Lytton 
regarding tho matter. Lytton at onco 
wrote that ho ■*vould send 150 officers 
and men from England, to survey tho 
country, block out roads and prepare 
tho country for settlement. These men 
wero chosen from the Royal Engineers, 
that body of men who had won famo 
at the hard fought battles of tho 
Crimea, a campaign which had taught 
them to rely upon their own efforts, 
and endowing them with tho quality 
of being able to shift for themselves. 

The speaker ga-ve a vivid history of 
tho coming of the engineers and tho 
work tiiey liad done, telling a concise, 
(lotaiied story of their journey, from 
the tlnio they left .the shores of tho 
old land until their recall in tho fall 
of 18G3, when all but 130 of them set 
their, faces tgiyara.lthe. groep fields of 
•'Mcrrle BnfflTOai"f?tfter doing a work 
which will r6malrif ipa' a monument to 
their name~*aiS- indestructible, as tho 
overlastIng;rock8. . \ •

"With the completion of the work 
of laying tho salt water, high pressure 
main on Store street, from Johnson 
street to Herald street, the distribu- 
tion system will be almost completed.

In Woman's Realm 




• HERE AND THERE 

The founding of a scholarship will 
in' memory tof Dr. Eaton la one that 
win meet with tlie liearty uppr.oyal 
nnd support not only of his friends 
but of all who value education in tho 
province. No memorial of the late 
City Superintendent could . have, been 
devised that would have vbeen more 
In accord with his bj\'ri,': feelings; and 
desires. . T!here nevers>'as,,v;a J harder 
worker In the Caiis^ 6t:educatlon than 
Dr. Eaton; lie gave his time and 
thought arid 'strertgth'ungrudglrigly to 
tho effort of perfecting tho educational 
system -not only of the city, but In 
an advisory cai)ncity of tho province. 

Especially did the needs of the in- 
dividual student appeal to hint and 
tho last years of hiij life were devoted 
to an experiment Intended to bring 
the students to tho doors of tho unl- 1 
veitilty at an earlier age. No boy or 
girl of marked ability was unnoticed 
by the superintendent and tho career 
of each was followed by Ulm with 
Intorcst. 

Tho founding of a scholarship will 
bo a great cncouragcnemt for those 
who linvo ability but little means to 
continue their studies. It Is true that 
edu<!<itlun is nowhere freer than It Is 
In our own jirovlnce. Yet tlie clever 
children of poor parents must very 
often leave school in ordor to earn 
tlioir own living at the very age when 
they can stufly to the best advantage. 
It Is such ambitious 'boys and girls 
who win look upon the opportunity 
of spending two years In college as a 
great boon. AVith tho sum that can- 
not be 0,'j.rncd in the long vacation 
a hundred dollar scholarship should 
mnlce it possible for the winner to 
remain at cbllogo for the two years 
succeeding matriculation. The emu- 
lation created among tho matricula- 
tion classes throughout the province 
will have a good effect. It is to bo 
hoped that both , the memory ot^a .jreal 
lover ■ of learning' and for.'JtthejrtKOOd 
of the youth of tho province' the funds 
for founding these scholarships will be 
rul.sed.

'J"ho schedule of teachers' salaries 
passed at Thursday night's meeting 
shows that the trustees have a dis- 
position to deal liberally with the staff. 
It is not to be expected that every 
teacher will be perfectly satisilcd, for 
!Ls long as there Is a difference In 
salaries therei, ' la room ' for.. Jealousy, 
lloweveri'i'lt' iS' Very ;Plaln that the pre- 
paration of the schedule was work to 
which much care and thought were 
given. Those who, believe that when 
men and women do tho similar work 
they should be jiald equal salaries 
'have still a cause of complaint. But 
granting that men's work comniands 
higher pay In the labor market the 
adjustment has been made with the 
greatest appreciation of tho value of 
tho wprk done by tho many excellent 
women teachers on tho Victoria staff. 
To those who know the teachers will 
and who may be .Inclined' to wonder 
why. in J90me.pases,..,thp8e Vyhose work 



was' one- or the chief factoi*S'4n,fbrifn-! 
Ing.tho schedule.. No one will quarrel 
with tho principle Qf rewarding long 

and faithful service. 

No body of public servants have 
more responsibility or. If they are 
faithful, work more than the school 
teachers. The trustees who deal niost 
aencrously with thepi and In return 
exact tho highest ..quail tji'' pt service 
display the 'greatest, Wisdom. 

It l8\n,ot In the nature of a woman 
not to 'feel; deeply touched , and grate- 
ful by tin expression of approval coin- 
ing from one who has won for herself 
so high a place among writers as 
Mrs. Fitzglbhon. Tho letter was 
prompted by that charity which among 
other good deeds "c.ovoreth a mul- 
titude of sins," and for that even more 
than for Its too high praise the writer 
tenders sincere thanks.

The question of women having the 
right to exercise the municipal fran- 
chise Is! again before the ' legislator-s. 
There Is no doubt that women aro 
quite as much Interested In having 
the city well governed as the men 
are. Where the election for school 
trustees Is concerned, the mothers of 
a city have a far stronger motive for 
keeping themselves well Informed con- 
cerning school affairs and greater op- 
portunities of obtaining information 
bearing on that subject than the 
majority of young mon wlio have an 
unquestionable right to . vote. Their 
.opinions as tc tho^ qualiflcatlons of 
candidates .for the office , of.-school 
trusteovBhould be entitled ; .toj.as great 
wclgbt'a'si.tbat of most mon2^fl?he<con- 
dltloii ■6f"'the streets, the-'qiiallty' of 
tho water supply, the .order and de- 
cency of the city are all matters in 
wliich women aro keenly Interested. 
If the civic franchise is confined to 
property holders and householders, tho 
law should define exactly what a 
householder is. This should not l)'e a 
diniciilt matter. Every bona tide 
householder contributes both directly 
and Indirectly to the city's revenue. 
If a woman Is 'the .householder, ,, it, Is 
hard to see on' w'hat • prlticipret'ahe; 
should bo denied the civic ' franchise. 
The plan of giving • everyone a vote 
^vho (either pays or has paid for him 
or her a tax of $2 Is not conducive 
either to tho good government of the 
city or to electoral purity. This ques- 
tion of the civic franchise should be 
fairly and honestly settled. If women 
are not to be allowed to vote because 
they aro women the fact should bo 
.Htiitcd In the clearest possible fashion. 
There has boon far too much of sub- 
tortuge and Indirectness iii the matter 
of civic elections. 

• • * 

Mr. Harold K, anpst an English 
author of note has hitoly delivered in 
New 'York an address on education 
which has given rise to a great deal 
of comment. He Is said to have ex- 
pressed very revolutionary ideas con- 
cerning modern education. ' In tho. fol- 
lowing paragraphs , ho ..gave advice 
Vvhich In these days when no many 
pretend to a knowledg which they do 
not possess, it Would bo well to follow: 
"Ignorance," said he "Is a stimulus to 
the Ini.iglnatlon, while cramming' tho 
mind with theoretical or book' know- 
ledge rtoatroya Its normal functions of 
pbsorvatlon, reflection and of giving 
biit In an original form a creation of 
Its own. 

"Books aro theroforo dangerous 
things unless handled with dlscrlnyt- . 
nation. Tho aim of tho majority ofj 
schools and colleges sooms to bo to) 
.ram tho mind with knowledge beyond 
its nr/rmal capacity and without pay- 
ing the least regard to Individual 
Ijowors of mental digestion. 

"If 1 were asked to adviau young 
l)ooj)lu I would recomtnend them never 
to sot before themselves as an Ideal of 
culture the widest possible range of 
rouding. You cannot expect in a single 



lifetime to read one-tenth part of the 
books that you will constantly hear 
)'cferr(Ul to as indispensable to a cul- 
tured mind, .And if you did you would 
become that terrible thing a well read 
person. Your mind would no longer 
be yours, it would only bo a pale and 
cosmopolitan reflection of a conglom- 
eration of standard authors. 

"It requires a good deal of mtiral 
courage In a world that Is apt to meas- 
ure your mind by its capacity for 
storing facts and borrowing roCloc- 
tlons to limit yoin- reading .strictly to 
your powers of mental digestion. But 
you will have reward In the knowledge 
that you aro contributing something 
of your C'wn, on however humble a 
plane, to truth and jjrogress.'

The glrla are. sald '^to bo-rooro 
economical than the men, but "not 
so satisfactory, .because.., they are al- 
ways going off for sickness of ■some 
kind,' ... 

In ■ithe;i Jeathpr trade , the employ- 
ment <)f women has Increased con- 
siderably in recent years. A repre- 
sentative of tho Jlldiand I.cather 
Trades Union declared that -ivomon 
aro quicker on the light work than 
men, but that, taking heavy and light 
work together, their work, Is on the 
whole, not so durable. 

The 'girl '»,who works for pocket- 
:money "ivagds and who contrlbult I 
llttlo to the upkeep of the homo -(vas i 
dealt with by Miss Irwin, of the Scot- 
tish Council for Women's Trades, in j 
her evidence. The standard rate of j 
wages for women would always tend 
to be broken down by those casual 
or "uocket-money ladies,' In fact. In 
the needlework trades tho competition 
of tho p.nri-lally-swpportcd woman was 
a serious matter to the woman depen- 
dent entirely upon her earnings. 

"I think the majority, perhaps, of 
girl clerks are not living on their 
wages, and that they are living on 
their parents," s.nld Miss Black. "Wo 
all know that the average wage of 
clerks In the city 1ms been brought 
down to a rate which makes it very 
difficult for a man to live upon tho 
salary of a clerk at all— simply be- 
cause women .ire taking the work from 
them; they are doing it at least as 
well, and earn about a third of tho 
men's payment." . 

Tho married women in comfortable 
clrcumatancos is bettor fed than tho 
poorer worker, and Can do more work 
per hour. Moreover, she Insists on 
higher wages, and If wages go down 
sho qultn her trade and refuses tct 
work for reduced i'O'ages/ "The worst 
paid workers are 'thpse who are ab- 
solutely dependent; '.upon their work, 
because they dat'ij'jnot, drop It." she 
aiaaed. ,, ., , 



Ladies of .the Maccabees 

AVhen the women of Victoria have 
any charitable work on hand there Is 
no body froni whom they are more 
sure of assistance than the Ladles, of 
the Maccabees. Whether an old 
ladles', home Is to be built cr a young 
women's building furnished cheerful 
and etHcient help Is given by tho en- 
ergetic members of the L. O. T. M. 
Yet the order Is not an old one, even 
among -ivomen's societies. It Is only 
sixteen years since the organization 
of the Ladles of the Maccabees be- 
gan with the puri)Oso, as stated in one 
of their own perlC'dlcals of inabling 
women to do their share in protecting 
the homes they hold dear and tho chll- 
den they have reared. In 1892 a wo- 
man sitting In a little office began to 
lay her plans for tho organization. To- 
day more than l(iO,000 are enrolled 
among tho Ladles of the Maccabees. 
Over nearly every state In tho union 
and almost every province of Canada 
the three thousand hives of thl^ fra- 
ternal society are scattered and wher- 
ever they are found extend to one on- 
other "sisterly sympathy In sorrow, 
visits and attention In sickness, prac- 
tical aid In need or distress welcome 
to strangers" and It" may bo added 
help to all who have a claim on the 
sympathy of kind hearts. 

The busy woman who founded the 
society and who for years went from 
state to state organizing and ovcr-

The Dangerous Corset 

People who find comfort when ono 
evil is denounced in calling attention 
to the existence , of , another , may be 
pleased by vV;theS-''iassertion:;- somo 
French aoctors that ■. the; race ; receives 
about as much injury throtigh tho cor- 
set as through alcohol. '> 'The Inten- 
tion of these doctors, however, is not 
to reduce alcohol to the position of a 
mlnor"offenaer,.'but toi raise "the corset 
to a criminal of the worst sort. They 
are of opinion that even a moderate 
"lacing" Impairs , a woman most seri- 
ously In all her own faculties and pro- 
jects Its evil consequences Into tho 
next generation. So grave Is the lat- 
est outbreak of tho medical world 
against this elegant trifle that an in- 
telllgtint eoclal ii)hllosophcr. Marcel 
Prevost, demands that legislation 
against alcohol should be accompanied 
b.v legislation against stays. 

Something in this way has already 
been done here and there. In Rum- 
ania In 1890 school girls were forbid- 
den to wear stays. In 1894 the Bulgar- 
ian parliament passed a similar law. 
In Russia scliool girls are legally com- 
pelled to "leave off at the school door 
the armor which tlioy wear under the 
name of corset." In Germany stays 
aro forbidden during gymnastic les- 
sons, atid tho Paris municipal council 
has issued the same order, but it Is 
said to bo systematically disobeyed. 
M. Prevost would extend tho veto to 
all niroK (uid occa.'Jlonr; and enforce it 
by "getting after" tho corset makers 
and making it a penal offence to 
manufacture stays capable of exercis- 
ing the least violence upon the per- 
son. 

Wo ma'y bo permitted to wosdor how 
tho forttines of such a bill would bo 
affected by the admission of women to 
tho councils of the - nation. It '.would 
.seem to bo very distinctly a matter, 
falling within their province.- Assum- 
ing It to affect the. future, of , the race 
so seriously as th'cflFJ'^'hchi doctors as- 
sert, would the ciuao] of,'' progress be 
served or set back by'; leaving the de- 
cision to the wearers? — New York Sun.

A powerful Fruhllng dredge is now on 
the way across the Pacific to make 
New Westminster a modern sea port. 
On all sides there are schemes under 
consideration to put the various ports 
In that position -demanded by the 
shipowner of today, namely, in ad- 
vance of the actual, requirements of 
trade. ; It is only ! by keeping In ad- 
vance . of requirements that porta be- 
come great. 

Speaking ot the need of the early 
consideration of the best method of 
securing harbor Improvement yester- 
day, a shipping man said: "To go be- 
' fore the federal government with any 
scheme for the betterment of a port, 
no matter what Its nature, it is neces- 
sary to be in the position of having 
taken up the question as a municipal 
one. At Montreal when it was seen 
that the city must needs be the great 
eastern gateway Of Canada, the city 
bought "the foreshore lands, lands that 
could be bought cheap at that time, 
and the city borrowed money, having 
to pay a high rate for it, to improve 
the lands bought. With these im- 
provements as security new loans 
were mads at lower rates of interest 
to take up the old . loans, and with the 

■ Increased Improvements which have 
now reached a stage which places | 
Montreal along the big ports ot the 
world the security was continually 
Improved until the loans were nego- 
tiated at very low rates. At St. John, 
New Brunswlclc, the initial work was 
undertaken by the. city, and with the 
beginning made the city went to the 
government whloHt has flniproved the 
port. The federal government has 
also improved many, ports, with much 

■ less commerce than has Vlfttorla, .on 
the Great Lakes; but In nearly every 
case there has been a beginning by 
the municipality of local interests. 
When those interested In harbor im 
provement In Victoria have gone to 
Ottawa this has been the first quea- 
tloln: "What has Victoria done?" 

Frenoh Ports. 
In the older countries this interport 
rivalry is most keen. Advices have 
Just been received here regarding a 
scheme for the improvement of the 
groat French port of Havre. The 
French government has authorized 
the Chamber of Commerce of Havre to 
contract a loan of over three million 
francs for the installation of "com- 
plimentary appliances'* at the port of 
Havre. Considerable 'jrlvailry exists 
between Brest" and Havre, the first- 
mentioned .port-, seeking to be substi- 
tuted ■lorS-Hayre'as the headquarters 
of the trans-Atlantic lines, on the 
ground of the shorter voyage and al- 
leged suitability of the harbor for the 
reception of the large liners of the 
Compagnle Generale Transatlantlque. 
In order to counteract this agitation, 
a bill was introduced in the Chamber 
of Deputies some time ago authoriz- 
ing the completion' of certain ' works 
decided upon for the improvement of 
the port of Havre. This bill will pro- 
bably soon become law, the only op- 
poaitlon being from the senators from 
Bretagne, who are backing a rival bill 
in the interest of -Brest. , Meanwhile 
It Is- realised thatvlrriprbvement is 
necessary to provide •'not only for the 
large V steamers of the French mall 
line,' but also for larger steamers In 
prospect, and a tidal ba.Min and grav- 
ing dock will bo provided. For the 
construction of thiH basin and docl: it 
It proposed to partially enclose a cer- 
tain area of tho Bale do Seine, the 
estimated cost whe.i the works the 
completed being $6,500,000' francs, ono 
half of which will be paid by the 
^tate and the. other half by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce aided by the depart- 
ment of the Seine Inferleurc and thp 
city of Havre, the Department having 
promised to provide about eight and 
three-quarter million' francs and the 
city, four millions. The basin v,-lll bo 
a "tidal" basin, that in, a baain al- 
ways open to navigation; but never-

Asiiore in Plumper Bay Wfien 
Going From Vancouver to 
Prince Rupert 



News was received yesterday of tho 
stranding of the C.P.R. barge Transfer 
No. 2 in Plumper's bay, Seymour nar- 
rows, after springing a leak when be- 
ing towed to Prince Rupert from Van- 
couver by the C.P.R. tug Czar carrying 
500,000 feet of lumber for use in the 
construction of sidewalks at the fu- 
ture terminus of the Grank Trunk Pa- 
cific railroad, and the salvage tug 
William JoUlffo left for the scene 
r-nrrylng wrecking gear, pumps and 
divers. The Transfer -was heavily 
loaded- and when she began to make 
water it was considered advisable to 
put her ashore and she was run Into 
Plumper bay, where she went aground 
and Is fast.- -Beyond the fact that the 
big bargo is leaking and Is fast In 
Plumper bay nothing has been learned 
here regarding the extent of her In- 
juries. • Pluitiper hay . lies . immediately 
north of Seymour narrows on tho 
Quadra island'shore, and Is half a mile 
wide and a little more In length, well 
sheltered . and out, of, tho, strong • tide 
which runs In the vicinity. There is 
good anchorage In from eight to fifteen 
fathoms with 'mud and 'sand bottom, 
though ja., ropljx j){i^ch.o.f small extent 
with six fathoms covering It at low 
water lies two cables from tho south-;, 
ern and three cables from the eastern 
shore of the bay. There is a rock with 
but six feet of water over it In tho 
southeast part of tho bay. Vessels of- 
ten make use of this bay as a conveni- 
ent stopping place v.-hcn waiting for 
the turn of the tide In Seymour nar- 
ro%VB. 

The tug William Jolllffo, Capt. Strat- 
ford, when she left Esqulmalt yester- 
day for tho scone of the stranding 
carried wrecking gear, big salvage 
pumps, and divers. H. E. Bullen, of 
tho B. C. Salvage association, went 
along to superintend tho wrecking 
operations. It Is not expected tho 
salvage crow will have much difficulty 
In making temporary repairs and 
floating tho bargo. 

The Transfer No. 2 was built in 
Victoria by the Victoria Machinery 
Depot In 1907 at a cost of $25,000 for 
the C.P.R. for .service between Lady- 
smith and Vancouver, and was towed 
by the tug Czar until the new tug Na- 
noose was built. The barge la 233 
feet long, 40,7 feet beam and 12 feet 
deep, with cargo capacity of 970 , tons. 
The TrariWer No,., i; which wasSbHllt' 
at Vancouver In 1898, Is a smaller 
barge, 180.4 feet' Idng,' 40 feet beam 
and 12 feet deep with capacity of 773 
tons.

Esther Buhno Struggled for 45 Days 
With Gales — Shortage of Food ' 
Adds to Misery 



With sails torn to ribbons and held to 
masts by frayed cordage and with gear 
gnarled and twisted, the American 
three-masted schooner Esther Buhne, 
Capt. Andrew Olson blow into the 
Strait of Fuca from the ocean during

Will Bring From From,, Norway to Out- 
fit at Golden Gate for the 
Expedit'ipn . 

Nansen's celebrated' steamer Pram 
may bo seen in these waters next year 
when Capt. Roald Amundsen is on his 
way from San Francisco to the Arctic. 
Capt. Amundsen will outfit at San 
Francisco and Norwegians on Puget 
Sound expect to Induce him to visit 
tlieso waters on his, way north. In' 
announcing his plan.i Capt. Amundsen 
said: "With the Fram equipped for 
several years, and a .capable crew I 
shall leave Norway |n the beginning 
of 1910. AVe shall ymake for San 
Francisco round Capo" Horn, taking in 
coal and provisions .'at the former 
place. We shall then,'shape our course 
for Point Barrow, the' most northerly 
point of North America, which I hope 
to reach by July or''- August. From 
there the last news will bo sent homo 
before the real voyage begins. 

"On leaving Point Barrow, it is my 
Intension to continue the voyage with 
as small a crew as pqK.slble. V\'e shall, 
then 'make for the drift-lcc In a dir- 
ection north by northwest, where wo 
.shall look for the most favorable 
place for pushing farther north. When 
this has boon found, 'we sliall go as 
far In as possible, and prepare for a 
four or live years' drift across the 
Polar sea. 

"Throughout our voyage up to this 
point I intend to make oceanographic 
observations, and from tho moment 
tho vessel becomes fast in the Ice, a 
Hories of observations will be begun, 
with which I hope to solve some of 
the hitherto unsolved mysteries, 

"What I expect to find in the un- 
known part of tlie Polar sea I will .^ay 
nothing about at present. Some peo- 
ple have put forward theories ot great 
masses of land, others of small. I 
ought, perhaps, also to have put for- 
ward my theory, but I think It wiser 
to refrain from dQlng so until I have 
Investlgnted matters at closer quarters.

ptesslbriv'thati'they were one of the 
moflti'dlfflcult' teams to Ijeat that have 
ever' visited us. They did not enjoy 
the hest of good fortune in their In- 
.ternatlonal with Wales, but they were 
clearly superior to England; their dis- 
play at Blackheath made It hard to 
understand thelr'four defeats In Wales 
and their overthrow In the Midlands. 
With more ballast, I doubt .Whether 
they would have 'suffered -'a' slngle ro- 
verae, for the reason' that-' they had 
a wonderful knack , of rising to an 
occasion. And they were about the 
most determined combination of men 
I have ever met. It was their de- 
termination more than real ability that 
carried them through most of their 
games; It was their unfortunate reck- 
les.sness that brought them defeat, and 
not a little disfavor. But, with all 
their shortcomings, one Is glad that 
they came amongst us. They have 
done much to stimulate Interest in the 
game, and I think, apart from any 
other consideration, that their visit, 
following that of tho New Zcalandors 
and, the South' Africans, has led to a 
decided improvement In our play; that 
Is, our players are keener today than 
v/hen Gallahcr and his men proved 
how. indifferent we were to Condition 
and all that goes to make success in 
a groat sport. 

And they return home at a time 
when they know from .their own 
personal knowledge that there has be- 
gun In En^fland a sterner fight for 
real amateurism than perhap.s at any 
other time in tho hl.story of tho jjamo.

Scotland for the moment, has only 
quarrelled with Er.id.'-nd; hut tho 
Scottish Union, by ci'tting adrift from 
England has touched on the future of 
the Hugby game the world over. 
While the rospon.siblUty of healing an 
ugly breach- rests with England and 
Scotland, the Colonies are vitally con- 
cern'efd.' ' Has not the-cjuarrel primarily 
to do with Colonial tours? Captain 
McMahon must have known this when 
ho suggested that perlodlcally a coun- 
cil might bo held and Colonial repre- 
sentatives Invited to meet those of 
the Homo unions, so that all Import- 
ant matters bearing upon the game 
and the players might he discussed. 
He Invited tho establishment of an 
Imperial Rugby Council, which nilght 
be held every five years. 

The Idea, to my- mind. Is an excel- 
lent one, and for this reason: — While

When I arrived here In Sydney, first 
of all I expected to be .-well looked 
after by my fellow rellgldhlsts. ' Well, 
do you believe It, not one of , the Meth- 
odists oven called on me. At first 
I resented this very much and I fret- 
ted a lot, so that my manager had 
fears lest I should go back In my 
training. Howeve)-, a. week or- so soon 
convinced me that the Methodists over 
here are quite a different crowd to 
what I have- been accustomed to, and 
I feel glad now that I had brains 
enough to find consolation In reading 
a few chapters of 'Pilgrim's Progress* 
Instead of publicly rebuking tho sect 
to which I belong. 

"Outside the conduct' of the local 
Methodists In .not Inviting mo to 
church there Is not . a single one as 
far as I can learn signified his inten- 
tion of witnessing the fight. In Am- 
ei;-loa,. whonevec.I.had a scrap, I could 
always count on solid support- from 
my -dendmlhatlon...; . However, I am not 
going to be . nasty about Sydney's peo- 
ple. The majojclty of you,are>.a!l right; 
but.; asji.I amr aydescend^'yfjDC^^am, r 
must, bear your reproaches i-becausi) I 
beat a white man. 

Expected to Be 'Feted 

"Could any Christian nation have 
extended a more Inhospitable welcome 
to a victor In a great contest? When 
I won I fully expected to bo feted. 
That was my due. In return I was 
prepared to spar with local champions, 
recite, play the piano, guitar, or other 
Instrument, In aid of local charities 
or churches. However, you have 
spurned men. Depend upon It, I shall 
report . to. the American people how I 
was treated here, not only by the peo- 
ple but by the Methodist body to which 
I belong." 

Was Not Debarred 

As a result of Johnson's severe criti- 
cism of tho Methodist denomination a 
Sydney newspaper man made a point 
of Interviewing Rev. W. G. Taylor, of 
the Central Mission, regarding the 
matter. The latter said that ho had 
no Idea that Johnson, the pugilist, was 
a member of the Methodist church. Ho 
war, not debarred from attending the 
services of tho church. In fact, he 
believed that the world's champion, 
shortly after his arrival did put in an 
appearance once and was seen en- 
gaged In earnest prayer. 
.'•Asked if it was a fact that Mr. 
.Johnson was not welcomed on arrival 
Mr. Taylor said: "Certainly not; how 
were.iwe to know that ho was a Metho- 
dist at all? Every Methodist when he 
leaves one place gets a letter which 
he presents at. the next place he visits, 
Johnson did not present his creden- 
tials to us and .we; took no more no- 
tice of hlrii than of any other stranger 
but did not draw the color line at all. 
We have men of many colors in our 
church. 

"There 'Is no comparison between 
our treatment of Johnson and the Ro- 
man Catholic treatment of Burns. We 
do not support prize fights. None of 
our people do. You can say, however, 
that ..there is absolutely no class. oV 
color, distinction In our church, arid I 
thInk;-tliB:M6thOdlsfbody hero la quite 
tho 'saraeslas in America," -

In every part of 
this country I -want to see my race 
lead such high and useful lives that 
they will not be 'merely tolerated, but 
will bo actually heeded.'

of a recrudescence, one may perhaps 
hope that a vory-.bad' period la over 
and that relative .Impiuriity la begin- 
ning. Jf this indeed, be the case, the 
change Is apprently due more to the 
charater of the disease Itself than to 
any prophylactic measiiros consciously 
taken. Medicine could do practically 
nothing to cheek it, and .segregation 
which might liave succeeded, appeared 
loo drastric a measure to enforce. 
Many dlHeases, hov/ever, run a periodic 
course, they arc for a time very deadly 
until either they have -weeded out the 
persons most disposed' ,tO' them or else 
■some species of unconscious adapta- 
tion has fortified the survivors against 
tlielr onslaughts. It plague in In- 
dia has for a .space oxluiusted its 
virulence, that tact will be ono of 
very great political as well as human 
moment.

The 
room la a spacious'; gallery,'* known as 
the Catalogue Room,' " and ' here sur- 
rounded by manuscripts and printed 
ibooks. Dr. Ginsburg la engaged in 
collating, letter by letter, word by 
word, sentence by sentence, the uif- 
forent manuscripts and 'ancient ver- 
sions of the Hebrew Bible which have 
cojne down to us.

The Irish Language 
The question whether tho Irish lan- 
guage (Gaelic) should be made an es- 
sential subject at the matriculation ox- 
umlnntlon of the new National Uni- 
versity of Ireland was discussed re- 
cently at a meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
poration. Mr. J. T. Kelly, who apoko 
first In Irish and afterwards In Eng- 
lish, proposed a resolution in favor of 
making'lrish compul.sory. He said tho 
difference that existed between those 
who were for Irl.sh and those who were 
against it seemed to him to be ono of 
ideal, and those who looked to Eng- 
land and the Kngllfih idea of educa- 
tion aa tlio true standard. The Eng- 
lish Government had op.ptured their 
schools and colleges and forced Us 
system of education upon them.

Optimist," and "Uncle and Nephew.' 
The book placed on sale Just when 
the nation celebrated the Kaiser's 
fiftieth birthday.
